McDonald, who lived in Glasgow, thirty 
lailcs from tfayctto. Being thus separriU'i 
from his wifo, Anderson was much dlacontent- 
ed, and from this tiino be watched for an op- 
portunity to. make his cheapo to Canada, of 
^rjiieh ho had frequently thonght before— 
McDonald, wh<j was a harder tnftk-m«ster 
than Burton, to movent Anderson from go- 
ing to eeo his wifo, selectoi ono for him from 
among his own slaves, but Anderson would 
not hv'.'jiuo a pstly to so dtthonorahle an ar* 
ran^emeut. vor his wifo ho alvrays enter- 
tained great rJhclion, 

Iu Beptembcr, 1803, when he had been 
about two months with MoDonnld, ho made 
his escape. M.oDonald was at tho church, 
investigating tlio ease of a slave having been 
whipped to death, when Anderson rode offon 
one of his masters inulei to a branch of the 
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Missouri, at a point where there was a ferry. 
Tho fvrryiuau being under orders to prevent 
all alarcs who had no parses from crossing, 
asked Anderson for his pat-?. Audcrtou ro- 

iilied that he did not rcmiro one, but the 
crrymau would not allow him to go over.— 
Jti^tng back with the int|lo Into tho woods, 
tio.remained thero till it was evening when 
ho returned to tho river. Ho was 011 tho 
j /j in l of seising tho boat that was laying on 
tho bank, wiieu aoino ono appearing, ho was 
compelled to retreat into tho woods, where he 
lay till within two hours of duy break, He 
then vcuturcd once more to tho bank, and 
found a tkiff without oars, lying by the river. 
Ho supplied hlottelf with a piece of lurk, and 
using this os a paddle, ho jiot across the 
r-tteam. Ho had now for tho first time ken 
in a l>oat. He then repaired to the house of 
his father-in-law, who was a free man and a 
barber by trade, and from him ho. obtained 
BOmo refreshment. His father-in-law being 
told that he wa* on his was to Canada offer 
c»d Anderson a pistol which lio refuted. He 
next visited his wife and clfild, and affection* 
aUly bidding them farewell he went- on his 
tray, determined to obtain his freedom, which 
from his youth ho sterns to have considered 
I'ii inherent birthright. He had formed tho 
resolve to eicrifico his liberty only with his 
life. ' 

^ It was about n»n on tho second day after 
his leaving McDonald, that a man named 
Hinges met him and a^lcd him for his pats. 
When Anderson siid he had no pass, DiWs 
xath staves chitcd him, and in the conflict 
that ensu?d Digues was wounded and Ander 
ton 'escaped uninjured. About a week after 
his adventure with Diggei, Anderson found 
ehetltr for the night in a barn, where he met 
a colored boy, from whom ho purchased tome 
provisions. This boy told bin. that his tis- 
ttr had been told by his master about a week 
before. At this Aodersou's generous heart 
was moved, and by way. of retaliation bo de- 
terroined to run away with ono of tho horses. 
But whilo he was endeavoring to carry out 
his purpose the farmer mounted his horse and 
pursued Anderson, who escaped to a field 
vl.tre the man could not reach him. Ander- 
son, however, was fired at, but sustained no 
damage. He usually travelled by night, nnd 
got what stat he could by day. Ho suffered 
mueb ftom want of food, sometimes not 
Ustiog any for several days, and often he lied 
to content bimttlf with corn, hotel nuts, paw- 
paws or raw polatoes. A dollar and a half 
was alt the money be bad when ho 6tartcd on 
his perilous Journey, and of this he never 
tjKiOl any except when compelled to do to by 
extreme hunger. 

Ono day white letting himself by the way 
eido a man on horseback rodo up and at- 
tempted to capture him, but Anderson fled to 
a neighboring field and found protection 
etiotig the etalks of cor n. In the evening he 
came back to the public toad and observed a 
flee In the woods not far distant. Imagin- 
ing thtt some people were engaged hutting 
corn, Is went to the spot, and discovered the 
man who had attempted to catch him during 
the day was lying in wait. Seeing at once 
that this was one of tho numerous expedients 
united to by slave pursuers, he took to 
fight, tal afterwards carefully avo'ded full- 
in>» into auy sueh (raw. 

Impelled by uiecaaity to resort to any ex- 
p-.J'eatto lAUafy the eraviugs of hungrr, he 
010 dry entered a farmhoussby the Utchcu 
door and finding tome salt that was at hand 
he put it in his pocket and walked cut, meet- 
i ug none of the tumateV. Ho oexl camo to a 
farm-yard, where bo captured three chickens 
and then, lepaiied to the woods that were 
eloM bv. Ltghtiug a fire ho cooked two of 
lieu, but bad toircely fin/sued the second 
when he heir J some footsteps, aud naturally 
thinking that the owner of the chickens was 
in pursuit of htm ho made his way out of the 
woods with the other chicken In bis hand a» 
loon Mtaostlblc, The chicken served him 
fur two days. Kear Mitsiaaippl VHlsgohe 
iMt with a ev!oje-i msu and gavo him ten 
cents to buy sotoo crackers for him. Tljis 
man, In whom Anderson nlsced little cobfi. 
<itu«, afttr touie delay-' biougbt fclm the 
cracked, which he greedily devoured. ' ile 
tiv,..,! the Miuiutppl by night, using for 
that purpoaea Ljal whteb he touud neartho 



of tho Jlllnoin river whsch ho eroded; and 
after proceeding eomo distanco ho c'smo to. a 
railway track with tho use ofjwhlbh ho Wus 
acquainted. Me next came to Btoomlngton 
whero ho obtained some MdvUtons. He 
availed himself of tho railway track for 
short dislanco north of Blooiiiington.' Con- 
fused and bewildered ho met a man who pro- 
mised him a rldo if ho would help him with 
his cow. Anderson contented to do to and 
rodo with this man to a certain village when 
ho was twiQ&itttl to leave. After Ica\ ing the 
village Anderson agoin encountered him and 
accompanied him notwithstanding his attempt 
to shun him. At this man's house he got his 
supper and a bed, and slatted early next 
morning before brcakfcia1. Through some 
villages which he passed every ono looked on 
him as a curiosity on uoeouut of his 'travel- 
elaincd condition, tho children running to tho 
doors to staro at him. In ono farmhouse 
which ho entered he had purchaccd o.loaf of 
bread, when a man camo in nt wliom : Ander- 
eon took fright and ran out, tho housewife 
after him, telling him ho had belter pay her 
the ten cent*, which ho did while htundirig 
by a feneo ofter ho had collected ihimself.— 
Overtaking soino teams that wero i on the 
road to Itock Island, he got on one of them 
and reached that city by daylight, .Hero he 
hired himself t*> n barber, thougli' he was 
qu'tto uninstructcd in tho nit of tshaving.— 
ltemaining in that city two days, he went to 
Chicago, the Abolition Society paying hit. 
fare. It is pleasing to uoto flier existence, eA 
near the seat of slavery, of such a society, al- 
ways ready to assist the oppressed in' assert- 
ing their freedom. In Chieafjojic Jived with 
a barber, but remained there only three 
weeks, wheu he left for Wfndlot, being rid- 
viscd by his master to do eo. ' During his 
slay in Windsor, whero ho got employment 
as a laborer, he wrolo twice to his wifo, but 
ho suspects the letters were Opcftcd. A re- 
ply was received stating that his wife was in 
Detroit, and asking him to go over for her. 
This letter was probably penned by some 
stave -catcher. Audcroou submitted the mat- 
ter to a friend h ho told him not tocomply 
with the rcouest, fur there was, likely somcciil 
lurkiug under it. It was about the begin- 
ning of November, 1853, when ho reached 
Wind tor, about six wecka ofter he' had made 
bis escape from his master in Missouri. He 
worked as a plasterer at Haurilt/m and Cale- 
donia, nnd nt the time of arrest ty Mathews, 
was engaged making maple sugar. After 
being discharged ho went to flinicoo,- where 
ho was Again arrested and brought before 
Mathews, who thought that now he "had 
tho evidence against htm nieely fixed up."— 
Anderson aays, " bo never knew, that there
